Beirne escaped from Hgnover Junction,
eight days ago, he fled to West Virginia,
while Elam sought to secure a hiding place
near Richmond. The question then arose :
““How .were the parties to be got to-
gether 2"’ The difficulties were enhanced
by the fact that all avenues of commuani-
cation were under espionage. The authori

ties were on the lookout along the lines of
all the railroads, and had drawn a com-
plete cordon of detectives and deputy
sheriffs around the duellists. McCarthy,
Royall, Ragland and all parties suspected
of connection with the duel were watched.
At length MeCarthy resolved to resort to
cipher dispatches. Two messengers wero
sent to Beirne in West Virginia, one bear-.
ing a pair of navy six revolvers, and the
other the key to the cipher, They went
by different routes, and the ocipber man
was chased by deputy sheriffs, who sus-
pected him. He escaped by running
thrcugh 2 corn field.

patches, which discussed brilliant traos-

As the mon neared the place of meecting
the difficultics around them thickened,and
many tricks and disguisos were rasorted
to  Through flood and field, by night or
day, the two duellists went for each other,
at pight lyinz in heuroosts or ereeping
iuto bares or dark eabios, On Thursday
nichi it was anderstood that they were
about sixty miles apart. Early on Friday
morning Elam passed throngh DBrown's
Gap in the Blne Ridgo monntaius, and
reached Lient. Gov. Lewis' house on
Friday nisht. Bierno and his socond
veached tho scene of the meeting abont
the samo Ltime and slept all night in their
wagon on the battle ground. Waynesboro
is a very old town nnder the western
shadow of the Biue Ridge. 1t wasselected
because it was almost midway between
Greenbrier county, where Bierne was, and
the slashes of ITanover, where Elam was.
Thr weariness of the long journey did not
cool their ardor. About two miles north.
west of Waynesborough, in  Aagusta
county, is a nest of native oaks, free from
undergrowth, and one of the most fertile
paris of the vallay. In the depth of this
woodland is a deep depression, the ground
rising abruptly on either side, forming a
kind of ampitheatre This spot was the
place elected for tha long deferred hostile
meeting,

The Combatants Face to Face.
Promptly at 6o’clock a. m. the friends
of the two combatants, together with the
prineipals, stood face to faco. Elam's

Wit
tick sprang like a tiger at the professor
and knocked him down with a blow from
n brick he held in his hand. Here
scveral persons interposed and put an
end to the fight.

Wittick went
home, and late in tho evening a policeman
went to arrest bhim, and foand him there
with & butcher’s knife in one hand,
a crust of bread in ths other,
walking up and down the room.
At the command of the policeman
ho dropped the koife, but said that if he
had bad a knifo at the tims of the assault,
he would bave cut Yates’ eyes out, and he
would get him yet. No arrest has been
